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In the year ended December 31, 1872, there were regis- 
tered throughout the Province of South Australia—7,105 
births, 8,553 males, 3,552 females; 2,896 deaths, 1,595 
males, 1,301 females; and 1,361 marriages, or 2,722 persons 
married. 

The natural increase, or excess of births above deaths, is 
4,209; considering which, together with immigration and 
emigration, the population is estimated at 192,334—males, 

98,596; females, 93,738. Thus the actual increase during 

the year has been but 8,316, and 893 has been deducted 
\fiom the number that excess of births would otherwise give. 
Of this increase, the numbers assigned to males are 1,506, 
to females 1,810, resulting in an overplus of 304 to the 
latter. 

The births (7,105) are under the number registered in 
1868 by 242, and but slightly exceed any of the other pre- 
ceding years, being above the lowest (those of 1869) by 
129. ,;The average of the five years, from 1867 to 1871, is 
exceed by 32.

pectively ; or in each of those successive years the propor- 
tion of the births of boys to every hundred girls born was 
/ 105, 104, 109, 108, and 108. In all England the proportion 
| of boys to every 100 girls born is 104:1. Nevertheless, 
the Report for 1870 states that, in this respect, there is great 
inequality, 95°6 being the ratio in one County, 128-5 in 
_ another. 
| The excess of the births of females prevailed principally 
n the District of Adelaide, and appeared in nine of the 
nonths of the year. The largest excess was in the second 
yuarter, when it reached 44. 
» The registration of the numbers in the several quarters 
. ‘follows what may be considered a fixed rule, the highest 
~ amber being invariably registered in the third quarter of the 
“year, the next in the second, the following in the fourth, and 
the lowest in the first. 

The deaths (2,896) are 48 under those of 1867, the 
highest recorded, and 685 above those of 1869, the lowest. 
Compared with the immediately preceding year (1871), the 
increase is 518. The average of the five years is exceeded 
\by 378. The death rate, for every 1,000 persons living, is

The increase of the 
mortality in the present year is found to prevail throughout 
In the first class, or zymotic diseases, there 
is an addition of 260, for the most part attributable to 
whooping-cough, diphtheria, and diarrhoea. In constitu- 
tional diseases the addition is 18, arising principally from 
In local diseases, 192 increase is distributed 
amongst the various orders. Thus in diseases of the nervous 
system, apoplexy shows 58 for 28 in 1871; convulsions, 
182 for 152. Under diseases of organs of circulation, heart 
disease, 87 for 100; diseases of respiratory organs, an 
increase of 54; educed principally from bronchitis, number- 
ing 127 for 78; pneumonia, 68 for 49; and other diseases, 
with numbers less than those of the last years. In the 


| diseases of the digestive organs, there is a total of 198 


against 68. In developmental diseases the difference is 32; 
atrophy and debility reckon 287 against 263. In violent 
deaths appear, from fracture and contusion, 46; burns and 
scalds, 25; drowning, 36; against the numbers from like 
accidents in 1871, 42, 14, and 29 respectively. 

In this year the proportion of deaths of males in every 
hundred of the whole number registered is about 55; that 
The proportion in England is 51:5 males, 
48°5 females. The proportion reported for 1870 by the 
Registrar-General is, “‘ That the deaths of males were to the 
deaths of females as 106 to 100;” and that “of equal 


| numbers living, the number of male deaths in the year to 


each 100 deaths of females were 112.” The proportion in 
this Province, under like conditions, is 123 males to 100 
females. This remarkable disparity may be accounted for 
by the fact of the close approximation, or even identity, of 
the numbers of births registered in the different sexes. 
Compared with 1871, the births of males had decreased 142, 
and those of females had increased 165. As the female life 
is of superior value to that of the male, the high com- 
parative rate of deaths of males may be thus occasioned. 

Of the whole number of deaths under five years of age, 
the proportion of males to females is 54 to 46 in every 
hundred. In England, “among the male children the 
proportion of the total deaths occurring among children 
under five years of age was 43-0 per cent., while among 
female children it did not exceed 39:1 per cent.” 

In the higher ages, contrary to the results ascertained in 
England, the numbers of the deaths of males are higher 
than those of females. On reference to the annexed returns, 
there will be found recorded, from 60 to 90 years of age :—

The marriages in the year numbered 1,361, or there were 
married 2,722 persons. This number exceeds that of the 
previous year by 111. 

The marriage-rate for every 1,000 of the population is | 
14:3; that of England in 1870, 16-2. 

The increase in the number of persons married is princi- | 
pally exhibited, in both sexes, in the ages from 15 to 20, 
where the men are in excess 5, the women 48; and in the 
ages under 25, where the excess of men and women is 83 
and 54 respectively; a slight lessening of the numbers of 
males appears in the ages under 30 and 45; and of females | 
in the ages 35 and 45. 

According to the ages stated in the marriage certificates 
385 males and 441 females were uncer age. ‘The rate per 
cent. of the number of men under age married is 3:1; of 
women, 34'4. In England the rate appears of men, 7°5; of 
women, 21:6. The number of women married under 20 and 
under 25 is, of the former, 441; of the latter, 536; giving | 


to the last a surplus of 95. Three spinsters were married at 
the age of 15. The marriages between bachelors and spin- 
sters were 1,155; between bachelors and widows, 
between widowers and spinsters, 94; widowers and widows, 
o4. 

The signatures by mark show a total of 246—men, 109; 
women, 1387. Compared with 1871, when the number of 
persons married was less by 111, there is a decrease of 46— 
those of men being 18; those of women, 83 less. This 
lessening appears principally among the lower ages. Under 
20 the mark by signatures of women are 11 less; under 25, 
21. The remainder is distributed in units throughout all 
ages, with the exception of ‘“ Under 65,” where the three 
widowers and one widow married were able to write | 
names; and ‘“‘ Under 70,” where the six men were sis
